Coming of More Help and Cut-| 


ting of Red Tape Simplify 
the Work. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Cherry, III., Dec. 10—[{Special.j—In signed 
statements todey Mrs. Gertrude Howe Brit- 
ton, Miss Margaret 8. Wilson, and Miss 
Mery E. Westphall of the special 
mittee of Chicago women sent by 1 
Trinuns to investigate relief conditions 
at Cherry, made their report. They 
told how tobe knot of misunder- 
standing was cut \by the news of the prompt 
shipment dy TRIBUNE of a carload of 
meat and a carload of vegetables as an emer- 
gency measure to relieve the suffering re- 
ported.

BY GERTRUDE HOWE BRITTON. 
{Of Hull House.] 


Tun Tripune has cut the gordian knot of 


misunderstanding in Cherry by Sending out | 


the two cars of provisions for distribution 
through the Red Cross. Our investigation 
has disclosed that the consumption of meat 
in Cherry since the disaster of Nov. 18 has 
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amounted almost to nothing. 

It hes been incredibly small, as shown by 
paid vouchers examined by us in the office 
of Charles L. Connolly, mayor and banker, 
today. There is a mall amount of meat on 
hand in the two stores which sell meat in 
Cherry. Owing to the ignoranoe of the people 
as to the formal Steps to take to procure 
ordere for meat and to misunderstandings 
as to which stores would honor orders there 
hae been no influence at work to bring meat 
to Cherry. 


Cutting the Gordian Knot. 

Since the agitation over the meat question 
in Tus TrRisung the meat dealers have be- 
come anxious to bring in stocks of meat to 
exchange for orders against the relief fund. 
Such a method of supplying meat at this 
time, even with the good advertising that 
would be necessary to make it effective, 
would fall far short of the spontaneity and 
freedom of distribution offered by Tue TRIB- 
UNE. 

Owing to the regulations of the Red Cross 
it would be difficult to furnish meat to fam- 
ilies not on the official list. Families in which 
the breadwinner is living but out of work 
technically are ineligible to assistance from 
the official fund, although Mr. Mullenbach 
has given aid in exceptional instances and 
prepared for action in two such cases which 
were discovered by us today. 

The rule of the Red Cross referred to ex- 
ists because the funds were given and accept- 
ed for the specific purpose of relieving fam- 
ilies of victims ot the disaster. heil men 
out of work virtually are vietims,“ the Red 
Cross officials feel that it would be taking a 
doubtful liberty to ipclude them in the in- 
terpretation. 

Gives Grateful Impetus. 

Tur TRIBUNE supplies, furnished as they

The people need meat more than anything 
else. The carload of vegetables will-give 
a grateful impetus to the work of relief. 

J believe Mr. Müllenbach will find him- 
self with sufficient workers when his pres- 
ent force is recruited by the two French 
sisters who will return to Cherry wday. Con- 
sidering the recent scarcity of skilled work- 
era and the difficulties facing the Red Cross 
on account of the Independent admjnistra- 
tion of the railroad employes fund, Mr. Mul- 
lenbach has done excellent work. His work 
could be facilitated by encouragement to 
draw money from the Cherry fund with more 
freedom. ; : . 

The money that has been used here for re- 
Hef since the disaster amounts only to about 
$1,000—all drawn from the $10,000 sent di- 
rectly to Cherry, which fund ¢ ‘outside of 
the great Red Cross fund, which will be dis- 
tributed when Mr. Bicknell gives the word. 
Large donations of food and clothing kept 
down the expenditure of money in Cherry. 


Auditing Done Carelessly. 


The auditing of relief vouchers by the local 
committee has been carelessly done. From 
some marked Paid i. appears that a sin- 
gle family had $3 worth.of sugar in two days. 
Investigation disclosed that in some cases 
the lanzilles thought they had to spend the 
entire amount represented by the voucher 
tor onc article. 

In other cases the term “sugar’’ on a 
voucher was found to cover other articles. 
With vemizing of weighte and measures gen- 
erally omitted the difficulty of. checking up 
the values given by storekeepers in return 
for relief vouchers is self-evident. 

With the tightening of organization, which 
will be made possible by the coming of more 
help, Mr. Mullenbach should be able to make 
the Red Cross work in Cherry a triumph for 
the great organization he represents.

My investigation of the Cherry relief work 
has shown me that the French and Italian 
women have not been so well cared for as the 
women of other nationalities. There is no 
evidence that this négiect is ascribable to 
any one in authority in the work of relief, 
but the condition exists. Geperally speaking, 
the homes of the destitute families bear evi- 
dence that some effort has been made to 
relieve distress wherever it may have ex- 
isted. g

Joy Among the Suffering. 

“ Thank you,“ they said fervently in their 
mother tongues to the visitors who brought 
the good new. We haven't had any meat 
in a long, long time, and now that we are 
going to get it, it will seem good, We want it.“ 

The special Tsun commission of Chi- 
cago charity experts, consisting of Mrs. 
Gertrude Howe Britton of Hull house, repre- 
senting Miss Jane Addams; Miss Margaret 
S. Wilson, representing Miss Harriet Fulmer 
of the Visiting Nurses’ association; and Miss 
Mary E. Westphal! of the Visiting Nurses, 
united in declaring that the forwarding of 
the meat and vegetables dy THe TRIBUNE 
is the only remedy immediately applicable 
to the situation. 

THE TRIBUNE representative stipulated 
with Mr. Mullenbach that Tun TRIBUNE sup- 
“plies should be used without being subject 
to the restrictions attached to the regular 
relief fund which unfortunately makes fam- 
iliés of which the head ts alive and simply 
out of work ineligible to receive orders for 
supplies. 


Mullenbach All Smiles. 

Mr. Mullenbach smiled all over his face 
in accepting the stipulation. 

“The two cars of supplies will be most 
welcome, I can assure you,” he said. The 
people who need food but are ineligible to 
receive orders against the regular relief 
fund will. be told when sharing TRIBUNE 
supplies with the officially listed that they 
are enjoying a special dispensation while the 
supplies last. 

* As a matter of course, the officially listed 
will be supplied first and then the others who 
need help. Our relief building is being 
cleared tonight in expectation of a glorious 
distribution of meat and vegetables tomor- 
row. The sending of a skillful butcher with 
the meat from Chicago was necessary and 
his services will contribute to satisfactory 
cutting of the meat and do much to prevent 
waste that might be caused. by unskillful 
cutting. 


Experienced Workers Lacking. 


Mr. Mullenbach said flatly: ‘“‘ What we 
need are volunteer experienced charity 
workers to look after the districts. Our force 
at present is as small as we can stand. Two 
French ‘sisters are being sent back here by 
their mother superior tomorrow and, with 
their aid, I believe we will be able to pro- 
mote the work with satisfaction. It is our 
aim to avoid duplication, so far as possible. 
The separate administration of the railroad 
employés’ fund, however, tends to muddle 
matters by duplication and confusion all 
along the line. 

Mr. Mullenbach's assistants yesterday in- 
cluded Mrs. L. J. Collar of the United Char- 
ities of Chicago, Miss Helen Zegler, a Bo- 
hemian epeaking charity worker of Chicago; 
Miss Agnes, Aitkin, sent by the Congrega- 
tionalists of Oak Park, and Deaconess Nurse 
Anderson of Oak Park.

Two Carloads Are Forwarded by

NONE TO GO HUNGRY TODAY. 


Reorganization of Method of Distribu- 
tion to Follow. 


Two carloads of meat and vegetables were 
shipped by Tum TRIBUNE at 6p. m. yesterday 
to Cherry, where they will grrive early this 
morning as a specia! train for the immediate 
relief of the hungry families of the stricken 
miners.

The cpecial train is scheduled td reach 
Cneriy at 5 a. m., where the cars will be 
opened at once and provisions will be issued 
for the breakfasts of the men, women, and 
children who have tasted no meat for nearly 
two wceks. Men have been sent with the car 
who will proceed to organize a loca: commit- 
tee fur the distribution of food to the needy 
and helpless. 

Two experienced butchers from the plant 
of Armour & Co. were employed and were 
sent tu Cherry to meet the car and eut ths 
meat for distribution among the families. 
These butchers will te to it that there is vo 
waste. 

Invoice of the Shipment. 

The invoice of the relict shows tle follow- 
lag provisions sent:

Free transportation. was furnished for the 
provisions by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway on a special order issued by 
General Supt. H B. Earling. The meat was 
loaded at he wholesale market of the pack- 
ing house and the car of vegetables was load- 
ed at Fulton street. 

The cars were shipped out as soon as load- 
ed and were due at Davis Junction at 2a. m., 
where an engine was ordered to wait for them 
and make the rest of the trip as a special 
train to Cherry over the Milwaukee's coal 
road, which connects with the main line at 
that point. ° 


Consignment Costs $3,000. 

The provisions were purchased at the 
wholesale prices, costing approximately 
$3,000. The order was for good, wholesome 
meats and fresh vegetables of the best qual- 
ity. | 

The selection of meats was directed by 
Joseph Little, superintendent of the whole- 
gale market of Armour 4 Co. Mr. Little 
also elected the two butchers—Pau! Becker, 
4248 Wentworth avenue, and Paul Renell, 
978 West Thirty-third street. Renell speaks 
the Bohemian language fluently and wil! re- 
main until the supply of meats is exhausted 
to attend the wants of the foreigners of that 
nationality, who are in the majority. at 
Cherry.

Convicted on Two Counts. 

The two counts of the indictment upon 
which the jury found its verdict were the 
first and third. The first charged the de- 
fendant with doing an act pursuant to and 
in and toward and for the consummation of 
an arrangement whereby competition in the 
production and sale of ice was and might be 
restrained and prevented.“ It then set forth | 
certain contracts, agreements; and other acts 
by the defendant to support that charge. 

The third count charged an attempt to 
make and enter into an arrangement where- 
by monopoly in the production and sale of 
ice might be prevented, and the doing of acts 
for thé. consummation thereof. 

Special Prosecutor Osborne referred to the 
defendant as a “commercial bandit, and 
said: : 

Just see what it did. It controlled 2,000,000 
tons of the Hudson river harvest, by far the 
greater part of the crop. Not content with 
controlling the supply, it sent out men to get 
liste of poor little independent ice dealers, and 
deliberatey set out to take away from them 
their means of livelihood. There is nothing 
in this trial that has caused me as much 
anger as thig fact.

HUNT KIDNAPED GIRL IN VAIN, 


Police of Louisville and Other Towns 
Baffled in Search for Alma 
Kellner. 


Loulsville, Ky., Dec. 10.—Though story 
after story has been investigated by the po- 
lice, he whereabouts of 8 year old Aima 
Keliner, who disappeared on Wednesday, 
remains unknown. 

Children resembling Alma have been re- 
ported to have been seen being forced into 
covered carriages by veiled women, roughly 
dressed men, and the like; observed walk- 
ing up and down street car aisles, and hur- 
ried into Tell City, Ind., where an allegedly 
disgrumtied relative of the Kellners is sup- 
posed to live. Another theory is that Alma 
was mistaken for her 11 year old aunt, Meta 
Kellner, an heiress, whom Alma resembled. 

The city has distributed 500 circulars offer- 
ing an unspecified reward for the recovery 
of tha child and the police forces of Louis 
ville and of soutbern Indiana towns nearby 
ali are busy on the case. 

One of those *‘ mysterious women in black 
who usually figure in cases of this kind was 
discovered in the vicinity of the home of 
Mrs. F. L. Kellner Sr., and her actions ex- 
cited suspicion. 


PASSES ON DEATH OF TEACHER. 


Jury Decides Emma Roe, Who Suc- 
cumbed in County Jail, Expired 
from Natural Causes. 


That Emma Roe, a musig teacher who died 
yesterday morning in the nty jail, came 
to her death from natural causes was the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury. The testimony 
of physicians was that death was superin- 
duced by use of morphine and alcohol.

This signa) 
is not used by the United company asa dis- 
tress signal. In the second place, a distress 
signal never is given by a wireless operator 
except in cases of imminent danger to his owa 
ship. Infor n of danger to other ships 
in the vicinity of his ship is communicated 
to the land stations by ordinary methods. 

The refusal of the United Wireless Opera- 
tor Fenning to communicate with Wender 
was occasioned by the fact that at the time 
Wender attempted to interfere Fenning was 
in communication with the Cleveland station 
ot the United company and was delivering to 
that station information in regard to the fire. 
There was no reason for Operator Fenning 
diverting the information from our Cleveland 
station to the Detroit station of the Clark 
company. We have our own machinery for 
putting such information in the hands of the 
proper authorities and any departure from 
the ordinary way would have resulted in con- 
fusion and delay in rescue“

Treatment Given in Schools as a 
Disease Preventive. 


SOME OPPOSED TO THE IDEA. 


Mrs. Young Will Investigate Use at 
Crane Nursery and the Graham. 


If there should be any need of hardy ex- 
plorers to discover the south pole a score of 
years hence al that will be needed will be 
to call for volunteers from Chicago. 

The Chicago pubtic schools have started 
to turn out a race that should be able to 
laugh at frost, cold, and disease when they 
attain manhood and womanhood. 

With the design to improve the health and 
vitality of children two cold alr schools, 

the Graham Pubilo school, Union avenue and 
West Forty-fifth street, and a school for 
tubercular children on the roof of the Mary 
Crane nursery, near Hull house, have been 
established, the first under the supervison of 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
public schools, and the second by the 
United Charities of Chicago. If the plan 
proves successful & will be tried in other 
publio schools. i 


Pupila in Eskimo Garb. 

A climb to the roof school of the Mary 
Crane nursery and a first glance ove? the 
pupils might lead one to think he had been 
magically transported into the heart of an 
Eskimo village yesterday. 

The twenty-five children who attend the 
“school,” which also is in the nature of a 
hospital, were clad in picturesque Eskimo 
costume, hoods, boots, and warm gloves. In 
the cold open air these little children, in- 
clined to tuberculosis, sat in their chairs, 
studied and recited their lessons to Miss 
Esther Sandus, the teacher appointed wy the 
board of education .to take charge. of the 
school work. 

In severely cold or stormy weather the 
classes will be conducted in permanent tents 
erected on the roof for that parpose. At 9 
o’clock each morning the children gather and 
are immediately given a cold shower bath 
and arub. After that they are dressed in 
picturesque Eskimo costume, 

Hot cocoa and bread with butter are served 
to the children before the daily school work 
begins. At noon they are served with a 
warm luncheon, after which the little ones 
retire to warm, blanket lined sleeping bags 
for a period of rest in the open, air. Then 
come more lessons in the afternoon and a 
substantial supper before going home for the 


day. 
Take “Cold Air” Course. 

Almost as rigorous ig the “cold air” 
régime at the Graham school, but there the 
steam heat is turned on, though the windowe 
are thrown wide open. There are about 
twenty pupils, between 5 and 10 years of age, 
in the cold air’ course, and classes went 
along swimmingly. The children, warmly 
dressed, went through first grade exercises 
and, between kindergarten games, learned 
lessons from blackboards on the wall. Prin- 
cipal James E. Watt was enthusiastic in 
praise of the cold air classes. 

„ We are demonstrating just what a be 
ginner can do when not supplied with heat— 
except, of course, on cold days,” he said. 
„in a warm atmosphere the children seem 
to grow sluggish. Their brains clog. The 
air is dry and umhealthy. The cold air 
braces and enervates them and the dangers 
ot contracting disease are much less. We 
are preparing. the children to learn rather 
than teaching them. We do not want them 
to learn, passively, because they have to, but 
because they want to. Nowadays we take 
about 200 days to teach the younger children 
what they could learn with ordinary intelli- 
gence in twenty hours.” 


Several Oppose Pian. 

But there are people who are not #0 enthusi- 
astic and several criticisms have reached Mis. 
Young. At the Mary Crane nursery there isa 
difference of opinion as to the advisability of 
having tubercular children conduct their 
studies in the open air on the roof. The 
physicians, furnished by Il house have in- 
formed Mrs. Young that Tt is good for the 
children and that they like the innovation.

C. W. Watson's beautiful pair, Kitty Grey 
and Norona, driven by Mrs. Frank Winter- 
botham, captured the ladies’ class for pairs, 
defeating Mr. Moore’# Phyllis and Amaryllis 
in class 24. and the Fairmont farm's national 
show marvels, Lord Baltimore and My Mary- 
land, took the blue ribbon in class 26, tan- 
deme over fifteen bands, from Mr. Moore's 
Lady Séaton and Lady Auckland. But Mr. 
Moore maintained his ratio of frst prises by 
winning the coveted honors in the road teams 
tour in hands clase, and later took first hon- 
ors in the championship class, open only to 
the animals that hed taken first and second 
prizes during the show. Lady Seaton fin- 
ished first in this big event,Ringing Bells of 
the Fairmont farms taking second ribbon. 
Mr. Moore won his final triumph of the show 
in clase 88, in which only animals that had 
captured firat and second prises were eligi- 


bie Lady Seaton and Phyllis taking first and 


second places respectively. These honors 
brought the total winnings of the Moore ani- 
mals at the show to twenty blue ribbons. C.

Increased Desvedation and Death. 

The report begins with an introduction ex- 
piaining the nature and terminology of the 
white slave traffic, and concludes witha sum- 
mary of the effects, moral and physical, es- 
pecially upon the victims, and ‘a series of 
recommendations, mostly of an -adminis- 
trative character..“ 

The commission says the effect of the im- 
portation of immoral women into this country 
is one of increased degradation and death 
for the women and of contamination and 
corruption by means of the spread-of disease 
for those with whom they come in contact. 

The economic loss coming from the short - 
ening of life and from the expenditure of the 
arge sums of money in all the multifarious 
ways of vice, and which is mere waste from 
very point of view, is great,“ says the report. 
It is unnecessary to comment on the ruin- 
ous. influences of prostitution upon domestic 
and social life or on its horrible effect» which 
eme alike to the guilty and the innocent.“ 


Not Confined to Women. 


The commission says that the immoral 

traffic is not confined entirely to women, 
but it is clear that there is a beginning, at 
Shy rate, of a traffic in men and boys for 
immoral purposes. 
The need of checking this importation is 
especially great,“ continues the report. The 
vilest practices are brought here from con- 
tinental Europe, and beyond doubt there 
has come from imported women and their 
men the most bestial depravity.” 

The diseases generated and spread by these 
importations, says. the commission's report, 
should be guarded against “ even more than 
tuberculosis, typhoid, or any other infectious 
disease."’ 

The commission, in describing the manner 
of its itfvestigations, recounts the experi- 
ences of many of its agents. 


‘Murder Narrowly Averted. 

In some cases they were attacked and 
beateb and murder was narrowly averted. 

Financial profit is the. basic move for the 
traffic; but of the women and girls abroad, 
induced by various methods into the-net of 
the procurers, many human attrfbutes oper- 
ate to accomplish their destruction. Some- 
times ‘it ‘is merely a desire for financial im- 
provement, Again, it may be an affection for 
the male procurer; cultivated by the man. 
Many of the girls are innocent and ignorant, 
but a far greater number, it is declared, are 
not of that inexperienced class and come 
largely, of their own accord. 

No statistics are given in the report, though 
the extent of the white slave traffic is char- 
acterized as country wide. Most of the 
women, it is said, come by way of New York, 
San Francisco, and Seattle, although many 
are coming lately by way of Canada. Fre 
quently they are brought into the United 


States as wives or sisters of their procurers 


and so pass the immigration officials. 
Exploitation Pitiful and Brutal. 


The exploitation of these women after the 
arrivai in the United States is characterized 
in the report as “ most pitiful for the women 
and nicst brutal on the part of the men.’ 
Not ony the innocent and betrayed young 
éiris but the more experienced women are 
made ihe victims of virtual slaver$. 

de importations come from all countries, 
„France leading and the Chinese and Japa- 
‘nese making up the majority of those coming 
in bs; way of the Pacific coast. Most of the 
procuters are of foreign birth. The market 
price varies from $300 to $1,000 for each alien 
woman. Sometimes they are not sold out- 
right but their procurers continue to liv; 
from their earnings after their arrival. 


Recommendations of Commission. 
The commission recommends chiefly that 
efforts be made through government agents 
abroad and on board steamships to prevent 
the importation of women to this country: 
that more assiduous efforts be made in the 
United States to arrest women known to be 
engaged in immoral practices, and to deport 
ail possible; that the linfft of three years 
efter landing, within which such persons 
may be successfully prosecuted, be removed; 
that any deported persons returning to this 
country be imprisoned; that the keepers of. 
immoral houses in which alien women are 
found be svbject to deportation, and that 
the state and municipal governments be 
urged to codperate for the stamping out ef 
the evil

Deneen and Lorimer Differ. 

If this is true the governor and senator 
will go into the special session of the legis- 
lature with diametrically opposed intentions. 
Deneen wants to dig the ditch’ right away, 
while Lorimer wants to hold off all action 
until government aid for the construction 
of locks can be obtained. 

The governor and his followers probably 
will decide to reintroduce the Schmitt bill 
in the state senate as soon as the legiBla- 
ture assembles and attempt to pass it in the 
upper house before the middle of February. 
This measure provides fgr a commission of 
five members and an issue of bonds for the 
immediate construction of the waterway. 
In the house an attempt will be made to force 
the bill,through at the close of the session. 

It is believed the intentions of congress 
in regard to assisting in the construction of 
the Illinois link will be known definitely by 
the middle of February. The Lorimer plan 
is to postpone all action in the legislature 
until after congress adjourns. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The resolutions adopted by the rivers and 
harbors congress call upon states and mu- 
nicipalities to preserve and protect their 
dock and landing facilities, without which 
the improved channel would be crippled 
in its usefulness. 

Prof. Emory R. Johnson of the University 
of Pennsylvania, special representative of 
the rivers and harbors congress with the 
national waterways commission on its Euro- 
pean trip, hade a short report of his in- 
spection of European waterways. 

He stated that on the continent of Europe 
it was the policy of the government to regu- 
late rallways so as to prevent their making 
destructive warfare upon the waterways. 
This, he said; would have to be oo by 
the United States. 

James E. Smith of St. Louis, 1 
of the committee on resolutions, in making 
his report, said it was the unanimous re- 
port of the committee. He declared further 
that the great waterways of ‘the country 
should be. developed before Dreadnoughts 
need be built to fight imaginary foes. 


U. S. BATTLESHIPS COLLIDE 
WHILE PRACTICING TACTICS. 


Crash in Maneuvers Off Virginia Strains 
Rivets in Armor Plates on the Geor- 
gia and Nebraska. 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 10.—The battle- 
ships Georgia and Nebraska collided Thurs- 
day afternoon while engaged in tactical ex- 
ercises off the Virginia capes. 

Commander AH. Davis was in charge of 
the Georgia, Capt. Potts, the recent com- 
mander of the battleship, having been re- 
lieved and his successor not yet appointed. 

Commander Davis is the executive officer 
ofthe Georgia. Rear Admiral Comly, in com- 
mand of the third division of the fleet, also 
was on the Georgia. The Nebraska was 
commanded by Capt. John F. Newton. 

Further than describing the effects of the 
collision as slight,“ the navy department 
had no detailed information to give out 
in regard to the damage suffered by tife ves- 
sels. It was learned, however, that the 
collision was severe enough to strain the 
| rivets. of the armored sides of the vessels. 

A court of inquiry probably will be appoint- 
ed immediately to ascertain the regeponsibil- 
ity for the two ships coming together.

Illinois Members of Congress Attend 
Ceremony and Extend Their 
Congratulations. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—{Special.}—The 
current of business in the house of repre- 
sentatives this afternoon was interrupted for 
a few minutes by the induction into office of 
Chicago’s new congressman, William J. Mox- 
ley of the Sixth district, and by the celebra- 
tion of the Illinois congressmen which accom- 
panied the ceremony.

the viewpoint of business ability. 


Violation of Agreement. 

It ig contended that the nominations of 
Curtis and Cabell were in virtual violation 
of this understanding, as the committee was 
not asked in advance whether it regarded 
these mén as measuring up to the mark. 

As assistant secretary of the treasury, a 
place which he holds now under à recess 
appointment, Mr. Curtis has direct charge 
of the administration of the customs feat- 
ures of the new tariff law. This is regarded 
as work of the hfghest importance, requir- 
ing a superior character for business ability 
and general good sense. 

Outside the considerations that the Massa- 
chusetts senators were not consulted about 
Curtis, and that the finance committeemen 
were ignored also in this connection, the 
committee holds that its duty compels it 
to obtain more information as to Curtis. 

Curtis is 88 years old. When he came here 
this month to be assistant secretary of the 
treasury he had just resigned office as as- 
sistant tg the state's district attorney at 
Boston. “His selection was attributed to 
Charlee Dyer Norton, senior assistant sec- 
retary of the treasury. According to Massa- 
chusetts people, Curtis was a Democrat once.

He was 
postmaster at Richmond before he came 
to Washington under the Taft administra- 
tion. He was one of Postmaster Genera)

South Chicago Business Men Be- 
gin Two Days’ Carnival. 


WHOLE WARD ILLUMINATED. 


Streets Gay with Bunting and Shop 
Windows Are in Gala Attire. 


* * 


South Chicago’s business district, through 
the enterprise of its merchants, became the 
best flluminated part of Chicago last night, 
and with the turning on of the lights that part 
of the city began a two days’ celebration that 
was little affected by the cold and snow. 

Five blocks of new lights had been installed 
on Ninety-second street, between the Illinois 
Central railroad tracks and Commercial ave- 
nue, and on Commercial avenue between 

Ninety-first and Ninety-third streets. Eighty- 
four lights had been installed in each block in 
clusters of four on ornamental fron posts, 
twenty feet apart on both sidés of the street. 


Streets Light as Day. 

Premptly at 7:15 o'clock while a band be- 
gan tne opening strains of “ The Star Span- 
gied Benner the lights were turned on and 
the sticets made as light as on the brightest 
day. The district was crowded with citizens 
and neighbors from across the Indiana line, 
and the opening of the celebration, despi‘e 
the snowstorm, was a success.

tivaiiy but strings of temporary incandes- 
cents im varied colors added to the lumina - 
. tion. american flags fluttered from all the 
new lamp posts and pernants huig every- 
where. Store fronts were decked with ever- 
green and bunting and tha shop windows sup 
passed all previous effort: 

Business Men in Parade.

The Western Pacific railway;the final link 
in George J. Gould’s long che: ed trans- 
continental railway system, on which the 
greater part of the efforts and financial 
power of the Gould interests has been fo- 
cused for the last five or six years, is to be 
formally opened for the transportation of 
freight shipments today, according to ad- 
vices from the west received at the Chi- 
cago offices of the Gould lines 

The new line, which isesaid to be the best 
constructed and which has the most favor- 
able grades of any of the transcontinental 
‘railways, extends from Salt Lake City, Utah, 
to Oakland, opposite San ‘Francisco, Cal., 
a distance of 924 miles. 
It will give the present Gould system of 
railways an outlet to the Pacific coast in- 
dependent of lines controlled by rival inter- 
ests, and, it is said; will place the system 
im @ position to bring about some sharp 
competition with the Harriman line for the 
rich traffic of the entire coast territory. 


Line from Coast to Coast. 
To the east the system comprises the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande, occupying the Rocky 
mountain region, the Missouri Pacific, tra- 
versing the country between Denver and St. 
and reaching south to the gulf, and the 
Wea from Kansas City to Pitteburg and 
with traffic connections to Neve Tor 
One of the most important features of the 
new line from a railroad standpoint is the 
low grades, which makes it possible to handle 
heavy freight trains with Htthe power. The 
maximum grade on the line is 1 per cent, or | 
52 feet to the mile, and for the greater part 
the steepest grade is not over four-tenths of 
1 per cent. 
Passenger service will not be started on the 
new road until next spring. It is customary 
with new roads to allow the track to become 
settled and well ballasted before running pas- 
senger trains over them, but the officials of 
the road promise some fast schedules after 
the road is thoroughly broken in.“ 


Claim Overtharge in Rates. 

Freight rates on_coke shipped from Penn- 
syivania to the Pacific coast were made the 
subject of an inquiry by G. N. Brown, speciat 
examiner of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, in the federal building. The hear- 
ing was held at the instance of the Spreckels 
Bros. Commercial. company. a California 
sugar concern, which filed complaints and 
asked for reparation, declaring that the rall- 
roads overcharged on ke shipped to the 
western state. The evidence taken will be 
submitted to the commission for settlement 
In one case against twelve railroads, involv- 
ing a shipment via the Rock Island lines, the 
sugar company complained that it had been 
overcharged $281.51. In another case against 
eight railroads it was claimed the excess pay- 
ment was $252.51 

Since the acquisition of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railway by the Canadian Pacific as a 
subsidiary of the Soo line and its conversion 
into the Chicago division of the latter, the 
management gradually has been concentrat- 
ed at the Minneapolis headquarters of the 
Soo, and the process of ignoring Chicago ag 
the former headquarters of the road is be- 
ing continued.

Process He Discovered for Mak- 
ing Gas Reduced Cost. 


HE ALSO WAS AN INVENTOR. 


Founded Researeh L iborato} y; Ger- 
min, He Became British Subſcet

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Dr. Ludwig Mond, the 
noted chemist, died today. He was born at 
Cassel, Germany, in 1839. He also was an 
inventor. 

Dr. Mond was educated in Germany and 
Italy, but after he had attained some note as 
a scientist he became a British subject by 
naturalization. 

He was successful as a chemist both from 
a scientifiC and financial standpoint, and 
patented hundreds of his discoveries. 


Reduced Cost of Gas. * 


The most important of his discoveries was 
a process for making gas which reduced the 
cost several cents a thousand feet. He de- 
vised a gas engine which’ produced more 
power from a given amount of care than any 
steam engine ever perfected. 

He went to England in 1862 and was en- 
gaged in the Leblanc soda industry. There 
he introduced his process fer recovering 
sulphur from alkal waste. In 1873 he, in 
company with J. T. Brunner, engaged in the 
manufacture of ammonia soda by the Solvay 
process, which he greatly improved. These 
works at Winnington, Norwich, Cheshire, 
form the largest alkali establishment in the 
world. 


Founded Research Laboratory. 

Dr. Mond founded and endowed the Davy- 
Faraday research laboratory of the Royal 
institution in 1896. He was vice president of 
the Royal institution, vice president of the 
Chemical society, and was formerly the pres- 
ident of the chemical section of the British 
association. 

He received many degrees: from scientific 
colleges and institutions.

RED CLOUD, OLD SIOUX CHIEF, 
NOTED TROUBLE MAKER, DEAD. 


Famous Indian Leader, Who Led At- 
tacks on Whites, Had Lived Long at 
the Pine Ridge Agency. 


Washington, D. Cimpec. 10.—[Special.]— 
Supt. Brennan of Pine Ridge Indian 
agency, in South kota, who is here at- 
tending a meeting of those interested in 
the education of the Indian, received in- 
formation today that Red Cloud, who. be- 
longed to the old type of Indian, and was 
famous.as a Sioux chief, is dead. He was 86 
years old, and for the last twenty-five years 
had, lived at the Pine Ridge agency. 

Chief Red Cloud first became known as 
an important personage In Indian affairs 
in 1865, when he became subchief of the 
Brule-Sioux tribe. His tribal territory ex- 
tended from the North Platte river to the 


Big Horn mountains and west to the 9 


Hills. 

He was known as a hostile, and caused con- 
tinuous: trouble by his forays against small 
military posts, stealing government live 
stock, and attacking immigrant trains. 

Early in 1866 Red Cloud deposed Big Ribs, 
his head chief, on account of age, and ex- 
tended his oon dominion over the Ogallala 
Sioux, and represented practically all di- 
visions of the Sioux tribe in the treaty 
meeting held at Fort Laramie. 

The question at issue at this convention 
was the bullding of the Union Pacific rall- 
road through the Sioux territory. Red 
Cloud's following of 5,000 hostile Indians 

ompanied him to Laramie. It was 

reed that the railroad should pass up 
the Platte valley, but Red Cloud and his 
braves opposed the opening of the Boge- 
man trail.“ 

In deflance of Red Cloud's remonstrance, 
an expedition marched through the Sioux 
country, but later there was considerable 
trouble with. the Sioux.

American Resident of Mexico City Un- 
‘able to Recover from Bronchitis 
Because of Weakened Heart. 


"Mexico City; Dec. 10.—To automobile speed- 
ing, physictane declare, was due the death 


today of ' McKie Walker, one of the best 


known Americans of this city. The immedi- 
ate cause. of Walker’s death was given as 
capillary -bronchitis, aggravated by heart 
thouble. Attending physicians declared that 
the constant exhilaration of fast driving, 
causing the blood to flow too fast through the 
valves of the heart, bad hardened the 
muscles about that organ, and that this con- 
dition acted against his recovery when he 
was attacked by bronchitis.

Mrs. Young Confers with Spe- 
cialists as to Best Method. 


1,200 IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


“Affliction Said to Cause Hundreds to 


Give Up Studies in Daspuir. 


— 


Af unique experiment in the training of hun- 
dreds of stammering children attending the 
Chicago public. schools is being planned by 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, teachers in the/child study depart- 
ment. and the Chicago Normal school, and 
several medical specialists of Chicago. 

As the result of a careful inquiry as to the 
number of school children afMfiicted and sev- 
eral conferences with her colleagues, Mrs. 
Young will present a recommendation at the 
next meeting of the school management com- 
mittee of the board of education to assign 
special teachers for stammerers. 


Regiment of Stammerers. 

1 had no idea of the number of school 
children who stammer until I started to 
make inquiries of teachers in the Chicago 
public schools,” said Mrs. Young, in out- 
lining her plans yesterday. “ There are 
over 1,200 stammerers in the schools. This is 
more serious than I believed before I in- 
vestigated. 

Teachers have assured me there is a rapid 
decrease of stammerers above the fourth 
grade and pointed to this fact as evidence 
that it was a childish affliction which later 
corrected itself. But I am inclined to believe 
the affliction causes hundreds of children to 
give up in despair and drop out of school. I 
further believe this defect of speech, if not 
corrected, eventually affects the mentality, 


making the problem even more serious. 


Confers with Specialists. 

I shall have some recommendations to 
offer to the board of education at the next 
meeting of the school management com- 
mittee. I have conferred with Prof. Ken- 
yor and Dr. MacMillan, medical special- 
ists, and with Mise Virginia Freeman of 
the Chicago Normal school as to solving 
this problem. 

Its my idea that special teachers, young 
graduates from the Normal school, should 
train the stammerers. Difficult cases would 
be referred to and tested by our child study 
department, and other cases should be as- 
signed to specialists for surgical opera- 
tions. 

“The children who stammer should not 
be taken from school nor taught apart, but 
they can be given special training which 
will correct the defect before they become 
discouraged and drop out of school.“ 


SHATTERS HOPE OF PRISONERS. 


Supreme Court of Ulinois Upholds 
Conctitutionality of the Parole 
Law Passed in 1905. 


penitentiAries at Joliet and Chester, and also 
those cénfined, were shattered yesterday by 
the decision of the Illinois Supreme court, in 
which the constitutionality of the parole law, 
enacted in 1906 by the general assembly, was 
fully upheld. 

The opinion was handed down in the case of 
William F. Joyce, convicted of forgery in 
Cook county. He had failed to report at one 
of the periods established by the parole law 
and was taken back to Joliet. His release 
was sought by habeas corpus proceedings, in 
which the constitutionality of the parole law 
was attacked.

“In the new type we shal! save $20,000 on 
brick work. The combining of the assembly 
hall and the gymnasium will save $25,000. 
Altogether we shall secure between $50,000 
and $60.000 on every building. I have gone 
over these plans and I don’t believe any 
architect can draft a better interior.“ 


Buildings to Have 32, Rooms. 

The new buildings will have thirty-two 
rooms each, and the first to be bullt according 
to the new plang will be the Corkery school. 
Work will begin shortly after New Year's, it 
is expected.

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BLOW TO LATONIA CLUB. 


Judgment of Lower Tribunal 
Denying Right to Regulate 
Wagers Reversed. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dee. 10.--{Spécial,)—The 
Court of Appeals today decided that the state 
racing commission has the right to regulate 


ings in Kentucky and, furthermore, to pre- 
scribe just how the betting shall be con- 
ducted, 

In the famous case brought before the court 
as a test suit by the management of the La- 
tonia racetrack the Court of Appeals today 
reversed the judgment of the Kenton Circuit 
court, in which the racing commission act 
was held unconstitutional. The court says 
that the commission is created and given 
powers in conformance with the provisions of 
the conetitution. 

Judge Orear wrote the opinion of the court 
which orders the petition of Latonia agsocia- 
tion dismissed in the lower court. The whole court 
sat in the case and there was no dissent. After dis- 
cussing the passage of the act by the general as- 
sembly and its visiong-and its rule against bet- 
ting, it showed wherein. the statutes provided for 
the exception of the pari-mutuel system. 


May End Latonia Racing. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 10.—{Special.}—Men high in 
racing circles here believe the decision of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals today has sounded the 
death knell of racing in its home—Kentucky.

He could concefve of individual singers 
or instrumentalists appearing in public and 
singing or playing a selection or two, and 
he could understand that a large company of 
men might be banded together and make 
music all at the same time, but he couldn't 
for the Hfe of him see what that extra man 
whom I called a dlrector was for. He in- 
quired what instrument Mr. Stock played. I 
told him Mr. Stock played no instrument. 
Then I explained that Mr. Stock was there 
to beat time. Time meant nothing to the 
Japanese consiousness, and then I chanced 
to mention that Mr. Stock used no instru- 
ment, but heid in his hand a baton—a little 
stick.’’ Then the Jap's eyes brightened. “0, 
I see!” he exclaimed. ‘“ He kind of scKool 
man. He whip men with stick, they no play 
good. I let it go at this, for I concluded that 
that probably as closely defined Mr. Stock's 
and Mr. Thomas’ activity in the orchestra 
as it could be made clear to an oriental mind 
unfamiliar with every occidental music con- 
dition.

The thought of the Japanese and his de- 
scription came to me yesterday afternoon 
when I heard the Thomas orchestra again 
for the first time this season. I wished 
that he might have been present to listen 
to the performance the orchestra gave. It 
would have been interesting to watch his 
face and to try to discover how our music 
which we call beautiful sounded to him. 
He would have been courteous, as all of his 
nation are, and he probably would have 
shown no signs of dislike for it, but it would 
be strange if deep down in his heart he did 
not find some of our climaxes rather more 
noisy than beautiful, and our harmonies as 
trying to his ear drums as certain intervals 
in his native music are to ours. 

He would have understood, however, what 
the office of dtrector involved and would have 
learned that while Mr. Stock did not actually 
hip his men, he held them wonderfully 
in hand and had them full at command. The 
Jap’s eyes would have béen opened to a new 
line of work, and they doubtless would have 
glistened as the Japanese eye does when the 
interest behind it is roused.

appropriation for the relief of the widows 
and the fatherless. 

That the mining laws are imperfect 
im several particulars became apparent 
immediately after the disaster. The in- 
telligence and humanity of the owners of 
the mine should have induced them to 
take precautions which the laws did not 
require. Had they been taken several huu- 
dred Hves would have been spared and the 
ame would be in profitable operation today. 
In this instance, ‘as in many others in the 
past, mine owners were regardless of their 
own interests to say nothing of those of 
their employés. The amendments to the 
mining laws should be drawn with care, 
eo that there may be no question as to 
their scope and meaning, and the mining 
compa nies should be ordered to obey their 
provisions without loss of time. The bill 
currying the amendments should have an 
emergency clause attached to it, so that 
they may become operative at once. The 
necessary votes will not be tacking. 

The state must admit its partial re- 
sponsibility for the loss of life at Cherry. 
Its mining laws should have been better 
than they were. It should have had mine 
inspectors. sharpsighted enough to point 
out the defects in them. It is under a 
moral obligation to do something for the 
relief of the sufferers. The generous con- 
tributions of its citizens do not “release it 
from its obligation. 

The amendment of the mining laws 
aims at the better protection of mine 
workers. Another item in the call re 
lates to the interests of a much larger 
body of workers. It is the recommenda- 
tion of the appointment of a commission 
to consider the subject of employers’ lia- 
bility to workingmen injured in their em- 
ployment. This is a matter which is 
being pressed to the front in’ every in- 
dustrial state. Illinois as one of those 
states should prepare to deal with it. The 
labors of an able representative commis- 
sion would pave the way for intelligent 
legislation. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL SMOKE. 
The statement of the manager of the 
Illinois Central that 99 per cent of the 
smoke of the locomotives of the road has 
been eliminated, and that only 1 per cent 
is at large, evokes shouts of derision and 
denial from Sixty-third to Randolph 
street. ‘That the statement was made by 
a man ignorant of percentages and who 
drew upon his fond desires for his facts 
is proved by what was seen by Trisunz 
reporters who perambulated the tracks 
last Thursday. If there be but 1 per cent 
of smoke left, it must contain within it- 
self most of the concentrated sootiness 
and general offensiveness of the original 
100 per cent. The photographs in Fri- 
day’s paper are interesting studies of LIli- 
nois Oentral smudginess. 

The reportorial investigation developed 
one. curious fact. It is that the railroad 
managers are more in fear of a newspa- 
per photographer than they are of the 
smoke inspector. They dread the snap- 
shots of the camera as much as some so- 
cia] or criminal celebritjes do. When a 
track walker spies a photographer he sig- 
nale the approaching locomotive. At 
once the black smoke is cut off and only 
inoffensive white vapor curls up from its 
smokestack. | 

The lesson to be drawn from this 1s 
that if the smoke inspector would enlist 
the services of some amateur photogra- 
phers and post them conspicuously along 
the right of way there would be a marked 
decrease in the volume of smoke. The 
capacities of the camera as an anti- 
smoke agency having bee. discovered 
should be utilized.

The baronet just 
arrested in London is chief of a younger branch of the 
Blackbarony. line, is known as Murray of Dunerne, and 
holds a baronetcy conferred in 1630 upon the son-in- 
law of the first earl of Stirling. 

The seventh baronet, Sir James Murray of Dunerne, 
was secretary of war, commanded the British forces on 
this side of the Atlantic, and married the daughter and 
heiress of William Pulteney, earl of Bath, the minister 
of George I., and first the friend and then the foe of 
Sir Robert Walpole. Sir James was compelled by the 
terms of his father-in-law’s will to adopt the name and 
armorial bearings of the Pulteneys, and they have still 
been retained by the Murrays of Dunerne, although 
the great Pulteney estates in this country, particularly 
in New York state, have long since passed out of the 
Murray family. 


ae 


Few clans are more extensively represented among 
the titled classes of Great Britain than that of Mur- 
ray. For, in addition to their several baronetcies, they 
include among their number the duke of Atholl and the 
earls of Dunmore and of Mansfield, as well as Lord 
Elibank. They are all descended from a certain John 
de Moravia, who flourished in the reign of William 
the Lion and of Alexander II., and for the last 700 
years there has hardly been a page of Scottish history 
in which the name of Murray does not figure in one 
form or another. 

It was a Murray of Blackbarony, by the by, who 


| commanded the Black Watch on the Heights of Abra- ‘ 


ham and in whose arms Gen. Wolfe died. Since then, 
and in memory of that battle, all of his descendants 
have borne the compound name of Wolfe-Murray, the 
present chief of that branch being Gen. Sir James 
Wolfe-Murray, who commands a division of the army 
in England. 

Another member of the Murray family, by the by, 
George Siddons Murray of Broughton, is about to pub- 
lish a number of immensely valuable letters and docu- 
ments relating to the Jacobite insurrection of 1745, and 
which have come down to him from his great-great- 
grandfather, wgo was the private secretary of Prince 
Charlie, the young pretender. . 

No one knew more about the Stuart cause than Mur- 
ray, of Broughton. For the prince shared every thought 
and plan with him, describing him in one of his letters 
to the old chevalier in Rome as “the most honest man 
in the whole world.” It was his wife, the lovely Mrs. 
Murray of Broughton, who distributed the white cock- 
ades to the Highlanders after the battle of Prestonpans, 
and she rode by the prince’s side up the Edinburgh 
high street with a drawn claymore in her hand. 

When Prince Charlie was defeated Broughton fell 
into the hands ofgthe government forces, was locked 
up in the tower of London, and saved his own neck at 
the expense of his honor by betraying all his associ- 
ates and by revealing everything he knew, in this way 
bringing many a gallant Scotchman, Highland chieftain, 
and great noble to the scaffold. Though he gained 
thereby freedom and wealth, he was ostracised by all, 
even by the adherents of the house of Hanover, and 
used to go by the name of “ Mr. Evidence Murray.”

Sir Walter Scott tells the story somewhere of how 
Murray used to come to his father’s house in Edin- 
burgh after dark to consult him about business affairs. 
Old Mrs. Scott was inquisitive about her husband's mys- 
terious visitor, and one night, unable to contain her- 
self, entered the library with a tray in her hand, ob- 
serving that the gentlemen had sat so long they might 
like to have a cup of tea. 

The stranger, an old man richly dressed, accepted 
the cup. Her husband turned coldly away and would 
have none. A minute afterwards the visitor departed, 
and Mr. Scott, opening wide the window, took the cup 
from which the old man had just drunk and tossed it 
out into the street. Mrs. Scott protested about her 
china. But the old lawyer silenced. her. 

“I pardon your little curiosity, my dear,” he ex- 
claimed, but you must pay the penalty. I admit to 
my house on matters of business persons wholly un- 
worthy to be the guests of my wife. I have shattered 
your cup. For neither lip of me or mine comes after 
those of Murray of Broughton.” 
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In view of the present agitation by the Liberals 
against the house of lords, it is worth while remem- 
bering that during the last eighty years the Liberals 
have nominated a far lerger number of men to peer- 
ages than have the Conservatives and Unionists. In 
fact, it is no exaggeration to assert that the percentage 
is by at least 40 superior to that of the candidates 
put forward for elevation to the upper chamber by the 
Tories and Unionists. 

In spite of this fact and notwithstanding that .two- 
thirds of the peerages represented in the house of lords 
have been created during the last four score years, the 
Conservatives retain, as was seen last week, an over- 
whelming majority in the upper house. 

This is due to the fact that quite a number of peers 
on being raised to the house of lords through the good 
offices of Liberal premiers find later on that their con- 
science and a sense of patriotic duty compel them to 
desert to the Unionist camp, while the son and heir of 
a newly created Liberal peer almost invariably becomes 
a more or less rabid Conservative on succeeding to his 
father’s honors. 

It may be assumed that the possession of land has 
something to do with this. Men when raised to the 
house of lords are expected to invest a sufficiently 
large capital in land to assure to the future holders of 
the title at least $20,000 a year, so as to avert the dan- 
ger of the title falling to some one without the means

Good Material for Citizens. 

Do we want more aliens to become candi- 
dates for citizenship, or even to enter tem- 
porarily our labor markets? This is a ques- 
tion I am not concerned in at the present 
time. But if we do, then from this great 
west-of-the-Danube province we are getting 
good material; and we are getting it cheaper 
tham dirt. 

This Mttle house of the Mttle lady kinder- 
garten teacher is wonderfully clean and neat, 
and in the little front yard are such roses 
and such a wealth of other flowers as to make 
it a habitation fit for a fairy. She has shown 
me with evident pride the photograph of a 
women who was a littie barefooted peasant 
girl a few years ago and drove the geese to 
and from the village meadow. This peasant 
girl is now in honorable employment in 
New York city, at oh! so many dollars a 
week. Here ig her picture. 

Yes, many go from this village; many never 
return, Just out in front of the kindergarten 
teacher’s house is a great stone crucifix; it 
Was erected a few years ago by money sent 
home from America. Bach night after dark- 
ness has made further work impossible, for 
they have no time during the day, the peas- 
ants of this village, especially the women and 
children who have husbands or fathers or 
brothers in America, gather here about this 
cross to say long prayers and to sing songs. 
This is the service I have heard tonight; 
touching and inspiring, even pathetic, it has 
been, as they worship here by the light of 
the moon. No priest in rich robes leads 
them, no choir leads them; it is a spontane- 
ous and reverent act of worship. If one 
could only know the hidden wish in the heart 
of each individual here assembled, one could 
learn that about American emigration which 
no amount of labor over statistics and no 
end of questioning of officials and returned 
peasants would ever reveal. :

An informing chapter is devoted to Negro 
Laborer and Mechanit,” and a significant one 
Negro Crime and Racial Self-Help.“ 
Here is an array of telling facts. Mr. Wash- 
ington finds that there are in the prisons of 
the northern states 765 black men for every 
100,000 of the negro population; and in the 
southern states 220 black prisoners for every 
100,000 of the negro population. He has a 
moving list of offenses for which negroeé 
have been lynched. “ A little more thah one- 
third of the lynchings,” he says, were due 
to assaults, attempted assaults upon women, 
or insults to them. The larger number were 
Occasioned by the crime of murder.“ He then 
recounts the reasons for which negroes have 
been lynched. These include “ slapping a 
child, disobeying ferry regulations, viola- 
tion of contract, asking a white woman in 
marriage, throwing stones, gambling, swind- 
ling, circulating, scandal.”

It cannot be said that the white man shows 
well in this dark picture. If Mr. Washing- 
ton has refrained from heaping reproaches 
upon his fellow black men for their obvious 
and crying faults he has also compelled him- 
self to reticence in these matters which re- 
veal the white man in his most sinister and 
irresponsible aspects. In his chapter on 
“The Negro Disfranchisement” a similar

Negro Poetry, Music, and Art is a fervid 
chapter in which Mr. Washington has shown 
a warm and glowing pride in the achieve- 
ments of his race in the highest forms of 
self-expression. Yet he is not boastful; I 
might say, rather, that he is wistful, as if, in 
offering these evidences of racial utterances, 
he/was yet more conscious of their silence, 
their blank patience, their fateful lack of 
power. He quotes two of poor Dunbar’s 
greatest stanzas, offering them not only on 
behalf of Dunbar but in behalf of the whole 
race:

The fina) chapter of the book deals with the 
Negros Place in American Life,” and it 
ls in such a chapter as this 
the sane and judicious mind of Booker 
Washington appears at its best. He presents 
with simplicity and feeling the difficulties 
encountered by the negro; shows how adroit- 
ly he must conduct himself, makes plain the 
reasons for what the black man's critics 
might term his slipperiness, and speaks 
words of apology, explanation, and encour- 
agement which impress the reader as being 
the utterance of a man-whocan be trusted—a 
wise, steadfast, and far seeing man. 

— - 

In living im the midst of seventy millions of the 
most highly eivilized people of the world,“ writes 
Washington, the negro has the opportunity to 
learn much that he could not learn in a com- 
munity where the people were less enlightened 
and less progressive. On the other hand, it is 
a disadvantage to him that his progress is con- 
stantly compared to the progress of a people who 
have the advantage of many centuries of civiliza- 
tion, while the negro has only a little more than 
forty years been a free man. If the American 
negro, with his present degree of advancement, 
were living in the midst of a civilization such 
as exists today in Asia or.in the south of Europe 
the gap between him and the people by whom 
he is surrounded would not then be s0 wide, and 
he would receive credit for the progress that he 
has already made.“ 

Perhaps nowhere in these two volumes has 
Mr. Washington expressed in fewer words 
the truth about his race than where he says: 
“Few people, who are themselves not mem- 
bers of the negro race, realize to what ex- 
tent the masses of the colored people feel that 
they must be led and guided; that they have 
no power within themselves to accomplish 
anything unless they are controlled and di- 
rected by some one else. In the early days 
of freedom the masses of the people felt 
that it was hardly possible for colo peo- 
ple to be their own masters. They felt that 
it was somehow unnatural to find themselves 
controlled and directed by one of their own 
race.“ 

The same simplicity of thought and expres- 
sion, the same broad minded outlook on 
life, the same self-forgetfulness and charity 
which have characterized Mr. Washington's 
previous writing mark the pages of this work. 
It is a book which will go far towards pro- 
moting a better understanding of the ideals 
to which the author is pointing his fellow 
blacks, of the place to which he is trying to 
lead them and of the difficulties which no one 
better than he knows lie in the path. 

He acknowledges the aid which he has re- 
celved from Dr. Robert Park of Boston in 
the preparation of the work.

GOOD YEAR FOR WOOL GROWER; 
RECOVERY IN PRICE AND TRADE. 


Average Price of Scoured Product ‘of 
Whole Country 63 Cents, Against 46 
Cents Last Season—lIncrease in Clip. 


The National Association of Wool Manu- 
facturers, in ite twenty-first annual estimate, 
places the number of sheep fit for shearing in 
the United States at 42.293..05, an increase 
of 1,081,657 over the preceding year. This 
gain is manifest chiefly on the far western 
ranges of Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, and 
New Mexico. The woo? season o1 1900 wit- 
nessed a full recovery in prices and volume of 
business from the financial panic of 1907- 
1908, the most disastrous year that American 
woo! growers had experienced since the free 
wool period, 1894-1897. 

For example, Ohio wools which averaged 
48 cents a scoured pound Oct. 1 in the previ- 
ous year, averaged 64 cents in the present 
year. Montana wools which averaged 31 
cents in the previous year have risen to 68 
cents, and Wyoming from 49 cents to 67 
cents. For the whole country the average 
price of scoured woo! based on Boston prices 
was 46.6 cents im 1908 and 63.6 cents in 1909. 
The average price is now practically the same 
as it was in 1906, when it was 63.8 cents. 


indicate a tendency toward the production of 
finer wools, The Chicago wool warehouse. 
the joint enterprise of westerm growers. and 
Chicago business men, has been completed, 
with a capacity of 28. C. 0.000 pounds of wool. 
This is the outgrowth of discontent among 
some of the western men with what are al- 
leged to be arbitrary and exacting methods 
of eastern wool buyers. 

But that this Chicago undertaking has not 
yet threatened the primacy of Boston as the 
great wool market of America is demon- 
strated by the building in South Boston of 
one of the largest wool warehouses in the 
world, with a capacity of 125,000,000 pounds 
of wool 

The total wool production of the United 
States last year is estimated at 328.110 740 
pounds, an increase of 6,863,137 pounds over 
the year preceding. The total value of the 
wool clip of 1908 as estimated on the price in 
Boston is $88,829.746, as compared with a 
value of $61,707,516 for 1908.
